Thompson raises $3,000 for homelessness

Zephaniah Thompson completed his 
walk from Olds to Didsbury on 
Wednesday in about three hours and 15 
minutes, rolling into the Didsbury train 
station at about 1:30 p.m. to a small 
group of supporters. Along the route, he 
also took in over $300 from people who 
lined the route in support of the nine- 
year-old, who set out to raise awareness 
about, and funds for homelessness. 

Didsbury's bylaw officer met the walk¬ 
ing group — numbering about 25 — at 
the Highway 2A turnoff and gave it an 
escort into town, complete with lights 
and siren. 

“It was great but it was tiring,” 


Thompson said, adding that he was 
extremely appreciative of all the people 
who joined him for his walk. “It was real¬ 
ly nice that everybody ... supported me 
to get to the end.” 

Thompson also said he thought it was 
great to see all the support at the 
Didsbury train station. 

“It was quite cool," he said, noting the 
most difficult part was going up the hill 
toward Didsbury. 

Sarah Thompson, Zephaniah’s mom, 
said she was “blown away” with the sup¬ 
port he received. 

“I was just absolutely, incredibly blown 
away by the whole day. First of all, all the 
support that was there at the beginning 
— all the people that came and walked 
with him — was phenomenal,” she said. 


Mayor Brian Wittal presented 
Thompson with a certificate of apprecia¬ 
tion on behalf of Didsbury council, said 
he was extremely encouraged by 
Thompson’s awareness and his willing¬ 
ness to take initiative. At the prior night’s 
town council meeting, councillors donat¬ 
ed $100 toward his cause. 

“For a young man like that to take an 
initiative like this I think is something 
that definitely needs to be supported by 
the community.” he said, adding it was 
great to see how the effort came together 
in such a short time. 

Wittal said he was also impressed with 
Thompson's awareness of such a com¬ 
plex issue. 

“The homeless scenario is not just a 
city problem and so I think for him (it) 


certainly shows that he’s ... concerned 
about his community and not just play 
parks and skate parks but he also under¬ 
stands and realizes that there’s some 
other issues and concerns out there,” he 
said. 

Judy Dahl, mayor of Olds, who walked 
the route with Thompson, said he did 
extremely well. 

“What a courageous little boy he is. The 
first leg of it, we had to take a little break 
and run into the (Mountain View) County 
office, just to change his shoes,” she said. 

Dahl said the support Thompson 
received on his walk was excellent. A 
total of six players from the Olds Grizzlys 
also walked the route with him.

Progress is being made 
in the ROMP'S local crack¬ 
down on drug and traffic 
concerns. 

Each year, Didsbury 
ROMP receives a request 
for priorities from the 
municipalities it serves. 

For the present fiscal 
year, the Town of Carstairs 
and Town of Didsbury 
both requested that the 
detachment place an 
emphasis on enforcement 
in the areas of drug and 
driving-related infractions. 
As such, the detachment 
has made specific targets 
that it seeks to meet with¬ 
in the region it covers, 
which also includes the 
areas of Cremona and 
Water Valley. 

The detachment has 
stayed fully staffed 
throughout the first quar¬ 
ter of its annual perform¬ 
ance plan, allowing local 
police to engage in proac¬ 


tive initiatives. 

“1 think the fact that we 
set goals at the beginning 
of the year under the 
assumption that we’d be 
fully staffed and we’re 
meeting or exceeding 
those goals, I am pleased 
with the efforts that mem¬ 
bers have been able to put 
in to date," said Didsbury 
RCMP Sgt. Jeff Jacobson. 

“Ultimately, 1 leave it up 
to the public whether 
they’re satisfied seeing us 
doing those things or not." 

One quarter of the way 
through the detachment’s 
fiscal year has seen the 
Didsbury RCMP deliver 14 
charges on warnings relat¬ 
ed to drug infractions. This 
includes four charges con¬ 
nected to trafficking and 
production of drugs within 
the jurisdiction. Didsbury 
RCMP have also complet¬ 
ed one search warrant of a 
residence for drugs. 

“We’re continuing with 
our attempts to detect 
drugs in our communi¬ 


results on target for 


ties," Jacobson said. He 
said the majority of the 
drugs found within the 
jurisdiction are marijuana. 

“There are other drugs in 
our communities as there 
are in every community 
but most of what we’re 
finding is marijuana." 

In respect to the detach¬ 
ment’s aim for safer roads, 
Didsbury RCMP has set an 
annual goal for 500 inter¬ 
actions with people who 
are speeding, not obeying 
intersection controls and 
not wearing a seatbelt. By 
interactions, Jacobson 
said that can mean either 
a ticket or a written warn¬ 
ing and that verbal warn¬ 
ings are not being tracked. 
To this point, local mem¬ 
bers have had 128 logged 
interactions. 

“We’ve also focused on 
school zone patrols," 
Jacobson said, adding that 
82 separate patrols have 
been completed through¬ 
out the jurisdiction. 

“We’re not coming 


across a lot of infractions 
in those areas. But defi¬ 
nitely we’re hoping that us 
being there is contributing 
to ensuring that it stays a 
safe area for kids when 
they’re coming and going." 

Vehicle prowlings is an 
area in which police have 
seen an increase this year. 

So far, there have been 
24 incidents of theft from 
vehicles. During the same 
period of time last year, 
there were 14. The same 
goes for complaints of 
mischief, with 51 this year 
compared to 85 in 2010. 

“With that, we continue 
our efforts to decrease 
what is going on," 
Jacobson said, adding that 
police have encouraged 
residents and business 
owners to report incidents 
of mischief. 

“This might be part of 
the reason we’re seeing an 
increase." 

According to Jacobson, 
his detachment has seen a 
hike in reports of minor 


incidents of mischief. 

“But we don’t discour¬ 
age people reporting that 
sort of stuff because it can 
lead to different avenues 
of investigation,” he 
added. 

As part of the RCMP’s 
work against mischief, 
members have been com¬ 
pleting what Jacobson 
calls “proactive patrolling." 

“We’re looking to speak 
with people who are out 
wandering the streets in 
the middle of the night," 
he said. Over the past 
three months, Didsbury 
RCMP have had 88 logged 
interactions with people 
walking through town at 
late hours of the night. 
Jacobson said these talks 
result in a number of dif¬ 
ferent benefits. 

“Ultimately, we want 
people to be able to 
approach us when they 
see us out and about and 
build those partnerships in 
the community," he said. 

“The other part of it is, if 
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police 

someone is on the street 
looking to break into vehi¬ 
cles or cause mischief, the 
fact that we’ve spoken 
with them, probably know 
who they are, could very 
well b«- a deterent to their 
activity. 

“Quite often that next 
day, if something has gone 
on the previous night we 
can follow back — who 
was out on the street the 
previous night and follow 
up and speak with them. 
They can be potential wit¬ 
nesses or potential sus¬ 
pects.” 

The RCMP have also 
placed a focus on 
enhanced community and 
youth interactions. 

According to Jacobson, 
this area is being 
addressed through foot 
patrols, bike patrols and 
school visits by RCMP 
members. The detach¬ 
ment’s goal for the year is 
to log 160 of these interac¬ 
tions. To date, Jacobson 
said there have been 37. 


Leinen going to trial in student death

The family and friends 
of Nicholas Baier, an 18- 
year-old Olds College stu¬ 
dent run down and killed 
outside the Texas Mickey 
Bar in Olds in October, 
say they are glad the case 
is moving forward to trial. 

More than a dozen Baier 
family members have 
attended the preliminary 
hearing for Jeffrey Kevin 
Leinen, the Calgary man 
accused in the death. 
During last Wednesday’s 
final day of the hearing in 
Didsbury provincial 
court, more than a dozen 
Bairer supporters, includ¬ 
ing close relatives, were 
in attendance. 

Family spokesperson 
Frank Van Humbeck, who 
is an uncle of Nicholas, 
said the family continues 
to cope with the tragic 
death but is glad the case 
is heading to trial. 

“Everyone is continuing 
to grieve, but are glad it is 
moving forward,” said 
Van Humbeck. “It’s been 
very hard on everyone to 
be here. It’s very emotion¬ 
al for everyone, but they 
are holding up as best as 
they can." 

Leinen’s lawyer, Andre 
Ouellette, says be and his 
client are also pleased 


things are progressing 
without delay. 

“It’s very difficult and a 
tragic case all around," 
said Ouellette. “You have 
two broken families. You 
have a deceased who is 18 
and he died and the 
accused is in his early 
20s. It’s extremely diffi¬ 
cult. You can’t get much 
worse can you? We want 
to move it ahead so he 
knows what’s going on." 

A Ford F250 drove 
through a group of pedes¬ 
trians outside the Texas 
Mickey bar shortly after 
midnight on Oct. 29, 2010, 
killing Baier. A second 19- 
year-old male Olds 
College student was 
injured. 

Leinen, who remains in 
custody, faces charges of 
murder, dangerous opera¬ 
tion causing death, 
impaired causing death, 
dangerous driving caus¬ 
ing bodily harm, and 
impaired driving causing 
harm. 

Leinen’s preliminary 
inquiry before Judge 
Harry Van Marten contin¬ 
ued last week with final 
argument from Crown 
and defence. 

A publication ban pro¬ 
bibits reporting on evi¬ 
dence presented (hiring 
the hearing. At the begin¬ 
ning of last week’s ses¬ 


sion, the judge was asked 
by this newspaper 
whether the publication 
ban applies to final argu¬ 
ment, which the judge 
said it does. 

Van Marten will rule 
August 31 whether Leinen 


will be committed on a 
first- or second-degree 
murder charge. 

First-degree murder 
includes planning and 
deliberation, while sec¬ 
ond-degree murder does 
not. 


“I’ve conceded that 
there is some evidence 
for second-degree mur¬ 
der,” said Ouellette. “He 
will be going to trial, it’s 
only a decision now on 
what he’s committed on.” 

Ouellette said once the 


judge makes his ruling on 
August 31, he will be ask¬ 
ing for an early Court of 
Queen’s Bench jury trial 
date. 

“My position is let’s get 
this trial on before 
Christmas," he said.

Norway attacks come as 
a warning

Premier Ed Stelmach has spo- 
**» <*- ken truly on behalf of all 
' Albertans in expressing out¬ 
rage and sorrow over the 
horrific right-wing terrorist 
attacks in Norway that took 
the lives of dozens of people, 
including many children and teens. 

"We share the grief and horror the world is 
feeling over these repugnant actions," said 
Stelmach. "We can only hope that people 
who promote extreme beliefs without 
respect for the views of others may realize 
from this tragic event what extremism can 
result in." 

Prime Minister Stephen Harper echoed 
Stelmach’s comments, calling the attacks an 
affront to all nations and to all decent people. 

"Canada condemns these barbarous and sense¬ 
less acts of violence and our thoughts and prayers 
are with the victims, witnesses and all those 
affected by these attacks,” said Harper. "We 
deeply regret the loss of life and injuries.” 

Police say the man allegedly responsible for the 
killings, 32-year-old Anders Behring Breivik, may 
have been motivated by hatred, targeting non- 
Christians simply because their presence in 
Norwegian society offended him. 

While Norway may seem to be a world away 
from West Central Alberta, the very fact that such 
a terrible event happened in a peaceful and law- 
abiding place should and must serve as a warning 
that such things can happen anywhere. 

Canada, of course, has already been the victim 
of its own horrific terrorist act when the Air India 
bombing killed more than 300 people in 1985. 
Obviously past experience has shown that hatred 
can fester and grow in any society - whether it’s 
Canada, Norway, the U.S. or elsewhere - building 
to a boiling point and then erupting in violence 
and carnage, all too often targeting innocent civil¬ 
ians. 

The sad fact is that when it comes to hate-moti¬ 
vated crimes, complete prevention is not always 
possible. 

Yet residents in West Central Alberta can play an 
important role in heading off hatred motivated 
crime before it takes root. 

First and foremost ordinary Albertans can 
do their part by promoting tolerance and 
understanding in their every day lives, mak¬ 
ing sure their communities are open and wel¬ 
coming to everyone, regardless of race, 
creed, religion and other such things. 

When intolerance is encountered, the best way 
to fight it is to stand up to it and make those who 
hate know they are never welcome. 

And of course anyone hearing about possible 
terrorist or other extremist activities in the region 
should contact the police without delay. 

Extremists are difficult to fight because 
they utterly reject all that is good and decent 
in law-abiding society - rejecting them just 
as completely is the best w'ay to turn the 
tables.

Both Griffiths and Bedford 
have issued little more than "the chil¬ 
dren are our future" statements in 
calling for more funding for educa¬ 
tion, while Homer and Mar are both 
committed to "adequate" and "sus¬ 
tainable funding." 

All have their pet projects, but the 
biggest question that plagues educa¬ 
tion right now is the issue of fund¬ 
ing, where it will come from and 
whether or not it will be reliable and 
sustainable. Saying you're commit¬ 
ted is one thing but proving it is 
quite another. PC’ members and, 
later on, Albertans as a whole will 
need to hear and see a lot more than 
what's being offered before they are 
willing to accept that these candi¬ 
dates aren't just Stelmach in another 
form.

Our good neighbours never got 
angry, they just came to me and we talked 
about it. 

Lastly, we used to have block parties 
that really helped us get to know our 
neighbours better. Those parties brought 
us all closer together and they were really 
fun nights.

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Community briefs 


Town hires planning 
group 

Urban Systems has been hired as plan¬ 
ning consultants for the Town of 
Didshury. With the recent departure of 
Didsbury’s former manager of planning 
and infrastructure, Brittany Wickham, 
town and council have been looking at 
different options for replacement. Last 
week, the planning company based out 
of Calgary was hired as Didsbury’s plan¬ 
ning consultants. The decision was 
made by council to pay for services as 
needed on an hourly basis instead of hir¬ 
ing someone and paying for a permanent 
position. “When development picks up 
and we find we require a permanent full¬ 
time individual we will then re-visit hir¬ 
ing a planner,” explained Luana Smith, 
manager of legislative and planning 
services. Gary Younde, a senior consult¬ 
ant with 35 years of experience will 
work with Curesha Moodley, with 14 
years of service for the town. The two 
will he handling large subdivision and 
development agreements as well as area 
structure plans. They will attend munic¬ 


ipal planning commission and council 
meetings as needed and will check in 
with the town once a week. Youde will 
receive $185 for his service and 
Moodley $135, down from their regular 
fees of $200 plus for Youde and $150 
for Moodley. Urban Systems has 
worked on the town with past projects, 
the latest being Shantz Crossing 
Business Park. 

Lawn care discussed 

Where to draw the line when it comes 
to unsightly premises was discussed 
during a committee of the whole meet¬ 
ing Tuesday. 

“Council should be aware it will be a 
focus in the next while because it’s been 
an issue for a lot of residents," said CAO 
Hoy Brown of concerns over unkempt 
yards. 

Council was asked to give direction to 
admin on what they considered to be 
unsightly and agreed that unused items 
scattered over the lawn, clumps of dirt 
and unused motor vehicle parts were 
eyesores. 

“... (when there’s) junk all over the 


yard, wooden logs stacked up almost 
into the alley,” said Coun. Gail Veno of 
examples. “Things scattered over the 
lawn with no rhyme or reason why it’s 
there but looks like it’s been thrown out, 
garage doors off the hinges and lawns 
(that don’t) look like they’re taken care 
of," she said of things she’s seen. 

When it came to uncut lawns there 
was some discussion over the natural 
lawn versus the manicured lawn. 

“We were taken to task for the natural 
lawn," said Veno of Southridge Valley 
Park that was tried as a natural park last 
year. “We tried the natural way and the 
residents didn't like it. According to 
them it’s unsightly," she said. 

“If it’s a permaculture thing where nat¬ 
ural grasses are being changed," said 
Coun. LaVar Adams. “... let’s say the 
lawn is being switched out to natural, 
you’re going to see changes from mani¬ 
cured lawn to lawn that’s taller. But if 
it’s just ‘grass gone wild’ that would be 
unsightly," he said. 

“Grass lawns should be cut and mani¬ 
cured," said Mayor Brian Wittal, adding 
that it’s the responsibility of the home-

owner to keep their premises looking 
clean. 

Council didn’t give any directions to 
amend the current bylaw. 

“It’s important to know that as repre¬ 
sentatives of the community these are 
your expectations,” said Brown. 

The current bylaw, untidy and unsight¬ 
ly property, can be viewed at the Town 
of Didshury website under bylaws. 

Council retreat planned 

Council agreed to hold its annual 
council retreat in town this year as a 
way to save some dollars on gas and 
hotel fares. 

The retreat will be held September 15 
-Hi and council requested admin look 
into using a conference room at the 
museum. 

Last year council spent the first week 
of November in Canmore and developed 
council’s goals for the year as well as its 
strategic plan for the next three. LaVar 
Adams and Peter Versylus will be 
responsible for preliminary planning for 
this year’s retreat.

Sometime 
between July 15 at 8 p in.

Sour gas com¬ 
pressor station
